Executive CoMMITTEE. 
A merTIneG of the Executive Committee of the General 
Medical Council was held on May 22nd, with Sir Donaup 
MacA.isteR in the chair. Some of the matters dealt with 
by the committee, such as the cessation of reciprocity 
between Quebec and this country, and the renewal for one 
year of the recognition hitherto accorded to the medical 
degrees of Bombay, Madras, Lahore, and Lucknow, were 
dealt with in the President’s address to the Council on 
the following day (SuprLeMENT, May 28th, p. 217). 


Reciprocity with New Zealand.—A communication was 
considered from the Medical Council of New Zealand 
transmitting an Act recently passed to amend the Medical 
Practitioners Act, 1914. The new Act contains a pro- 
vision that the New Zealand Council may, if it thinks fit, 
Tequire the holder of a foreign diploma before registration 
to pass an examination, and that a person registered or 
eligible for registration in the United Kingdom by virtue 
ofa qualification granted outside the United Kingdom 
shill not be entitled as a right to registration in New 
Zealand—that is to say, the Council may have power to 
refuse approval or require further examination. A letter 
has been sent to the Medical Council of New Zealand 
pointing out that this is not in, accordance with the terms 
under which reciprocity between the United Kingdom and 
New Zealand was established in 1888. Under the present 
Teciprocity arrangement any practitioner registered in the 
Colonial List in virtue of New Zealand qualifications is 
entitled to practise’ in any part of the British Dominions 
or any foreign country with which reciprocity has been 
established. The requirement laid down in this new Act 
“ regarded as an abrogation of reciprocity and as consti- 
uting a change in the local law which the Council could 
not consider as conserving to medical practitioners regis- 
he in the United Kingdom the privileges they have 
itherto had of practising in New Zealand. It is thought 
_— that this aspect of the matter has not occurred to 
t ee Council of New Zealand, and therefore inquiry 
Co ing made before proceeding, as the General Medical 

uncil will have to do if this new position is maintained,

Australian Universities —The committee had before it a 


memorandum by Sir Edward Coey Bigger, until lately — 


a member of the Council, on his recent visit to Australia 
and Ceylon. He wrote that he was greatly impressed in 
each of the Australian schools with the excellence of the 
equipment for teaching purposes and, so far as he could 
judge, the thoroughness of the teaching given. Up to the 
present it had not’ been possible to employ external 
examiners in Australia, but he thought it was now being 
generally realized that such appointments were advisable. 
He also visited the Tropical Diseases Institute at Town- 
ville, associated with Sydney University, and actually 
situated in the tropics. He thought that this institute 
was capable of considerable expansion, and might by 
suitable arrangements with the medical schools train men 
for the Diploma in Tropical Medicine and Hygiene. 
Notification of Puerperal Sepsis.—The Scottish Board of 
Health addressed a letter to the Council in which it stated 
that instances had been brought to its notice of failure 
or delay on the part of medical practitioners to notify 
cases of puerperal sepsis, and asked that a pronouncement 
might be made, when opportunity offered, that the Council 
would seriously regard such failure or delay to notify cases. 
The Board was of opinion that this would be more effective 
than the prosecution of individual cases by procurators fiscal 
on the representations of local authorities. The Executive 
Committee decided to inform the Board of Health that the 
Council was empowered to consider cases of conviction for 
offences such as failure to notify infectious disease, and 
that it would be ready to deal with any such convictions 
reported to it. 
Proposed Register of Opticians—In view of the bill 
recently before Parliament and the setting up of a depart- 
mental committee to consider the general question of the 
desirability of establishing a statutory register of opticians, 
the President drew up a memorandum embodying the views 
which the General Medical Council had expressed on 
previous occasions with regard to similar proposals, and the 
memorandum has been forwarded to the Minister of Health 
for the use of the departmental committee. It is set forth 
that in 1906, when the British Optical Association pre- 
sented a petition for a charter, and when there was an 
Opticians Bill before the House of Lords, the General 
Medical Council adopted a resolution that it would be 
dangerous in the public interest to confer the privileges and 
powers contemplated on persons not qualified in medicine 
and surgery. A memorandum was also approved by the 
Council at that time pointing out that the knowledge 
necessary to distinguish purely “ optical’ defects of the 
eye, if such there were, from conditions bordering upon or 
passing into disease could only be obtained by a complete 
medical education, and that the grant of ‘‘ sight-testing ”’ 
diplomas to persons not medically educated, and who would 
be likely to use them as instruments of trade advertise- 
ment, could hardly fail to lead to disastrous results. 
The supposed analogy of the pharmacist would not bear 
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investigation, for the pharmacist dealt with se range of 
raw materials and preparations, many ef which in unskilful 
hands would be dangerous to life, whereas the optician 
dealt only with lenses, few in number, simple in construc- 
tion, and harmless in themselves. His shop contained no 
sources of peril against which the public might rightly ask 
to be protected. Moreover, the pharmacist exceeded his 
duty if he undertook te diagnose or prescribe for even the 
simpler departures from health. The conclusion of the 
memorandum was that to confer on the optician the privi- 
lege of himself prescribing for and treating patients 
ing from disorders of the eye would be to sanction 
the creation of an inferior and purely commercial .order 
of medical practitioners exempted from the training and 
disciplinary restraints which the Medical Act imposed. 

In 1914, onthe occasion of the passing of the Tasmanian 
Qpticians Act, another memorandum was drawn up by the 
late Mr. Brudenell Carter, formerly a member of the 
Council and a well known ophthalmologist, in which he 
declared the recognition of opticians to be superfluous for 
the purpose of legitimate trade and likely to be misleading 
and even dangerons as soon as_the limits of such trade were 
overpast. In 1919, on a fresh petition for a charter—the 


former petition not having been granted—for the British | 


Optical Association, the Council was asked whether its 
attitude remained as set out in the former memorandum, 
and the reply was that there had been no change in the 
attitude of the Couneil. 

The memorandum new drawn up by the President, after 
recounting this past history, declares that the General 
Medical Couneil still considers it most undesirable in the 
interests of the public and highly dangerous to the com- 
munity that persons who have not received a complete 
amedical education should be authorized by law to deal with 
matters requiring Knowledge which was pathological or 
medical, or both. A note is appended by Mr. L. H. 
Encon, ophthalmic surgeon to Guy’s Hospital, and a 
menrber of the General Medical Council, who points out 
that the position of the medical profession in objecting to 
the registration of opticians has been further strengthened 
by the Report of the Roval Commission on National Health 
insurance, which concurs in the view taken by the Ministry 
of Health that the medical practitioner must intervene in 
these cases, and propeses a specialist service to include 
ophthalmolegists and alse opticians, the functions of the 
latter to be limited to makimg up the spectacles preseribed. 
Mr. Eason also points out that however well qualified an 
optician might be in the mechanical process of examining 
a patient ‘by question and answer as to which lenses put 
before his eyes best suited him, it was impossible without 
examination of the interier of the eye with the ophthalmo- 
scope to state that the case was one of simple error of 
refraction, and for a preper appreciation of what might 
be seen in the eye and its relation to health or disease of 
other organs of ‘the body a complete medical education was 
required. While symptoms such as headaches might be due 
te ervors of refraction, they might also be due to high blood 
pressure or other serious causes, and there was always the 
danger of ascribing the headache te the eye condition when 
the cause was somethmg wholly unconnected with the eye. 
True, when the specialist discovered that it was a simple 
error of refraction the optician might be able accurately 
te prescribe the necessary glasses, but as the patient had 
alveady been examined by a person with special knowledge 
of the eye the optician’s examination would be superfluous. 
Further, Mr. Eason urged the unwisdom of granting recog- 
nition and registration to a body of persons who made 
their living by a special method of treatment and by the 
sale of special apparatus. These persons were likely +o 
consider their method a panacea. Moreover, ophthalmic 
specialists informed patients when they did not need 
spectacles, whereas it was to the eptician’s interest to sell 
glasses even though they might not be necessary. 

The Executive Committee resolved to request the Presi- 
dent, with Mr. Eason, to give evidence on behalf of the 
Geuncil before the departmental committee. 

Other matters before the Committee included recent ordin- 
ances and proclamations in Wei-Hai-Wei, British Guiana, 
and Bechuanaland Protectorate, relating to medical practi- 
tioners, which call for no particular remark. The Council

Revised Warning Notice on ‘ Covering.” ae 
The PresipEent, on behalf of the Executive Committ 
brought forward a report on the Warning Notice of the | 
Council (No. 7) dealing with ‘‘ association with uncertified 
women practising as midwives.’’ He said that the Midwives 
Act, 1902, relating to England and Wales, which was cited 


in the present Warning Notice, provided that ‘‘ No wemag 
shall habitually and for gain attend women in childbirth 


otherwise than under the direction of a qualified medical 
practitioner unless she be certified under this Act.’’ In the 
Midwives and Maternity Homes Act, 1926, also relating 
te England and Wales, and in the Midwives and Maternity 
Homes (Scotland) Bill, which was ordered to be printed in 
February last, the following had been substituted : 

“If any person, being either a male person or a woman no} 
certified this , attends a woman in childbirth otherwise 
than under the direction and personal supervision of a duly 
qualified medical practitioner, that person 1, ‘unless he or she 
satisfies the court that the attention-was given in a case of sudden 
or urgent necessity, be liable on summary conviction to a fine not 
ex ing ten pounds.’’ . 

It had been thought desirable by the Executive Com 
mittee to amend the Warning Netice se that it should 
be brought into harmony with the wording of the new 
legislation, and after consultation with the legal adviser 


the following amended Warning Notice was submitted: 

“© 4ssociation with Uncertificd Persons Practising as Midwives.— 
Whereas it has been made to appear to the Council that certain 
registered medical practitioners have from time te time, by their 
countenance or assistance, or by issuing certificates, notification, 
or other of a kindred character, enabled ‘uncertified

(The reference to the Acts is omitted, and the worl 
after ‘‘character’’ in the first paragraph ‘have ‘bem 
altered ; in the existing Warning Notice they ran: ‘ knit 
ingly enabled uncertified women, on pretence that site 
women were under their direction, to attend women 
in childbirth, contrary to law.’’) Bey

The Medical Curriculum. ae 

A very brief report on educational matters was submitted 


by Dr. Mackay, chairman of the Education Committ] 


He stated that the committee hoped to be able to preset 
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a complete report on the readjustment of the medical 
curriculum, im accordance with the resolutions of the 
Counci! in 1922, to the November session. Since November 
last the registration of 92 students had been antedated in 
accordance with precedent. Of these, 23 were registered 
jv England, 61 in Scotland, and 8 in Ireland. The registra- 
tion of 21 dental students had also been antedated. 

The PresmpeNT announced that, after many years of 
service as chairman of the Education Committee, Dr. 
Mackay was resigning that office. The committee had very 
regretfully accepted the resiguation, and he was sure the 
Council! would endorse the appreciation whieh the com- 
mittee had expressed for the long-continued and earnest 
labours of its “chairman. (Applause.) The new chairman 
of the Education Committee would be Sir Humphry 
Rolleston. 

Examinations. 

Sir Norman Wanker, chairman of the Examination Com- 
mittee, submitted the analysis of the annual tables for 
1926 showing the percentage of rejections by different 
bedies in various subjects. From this list it appeared that 
the highest percentage of rejections in medicine, surgery, 
and midwifery was at Apothecaries Hall, Dublin (respec- 
tively 61.5, 50, and 54.5 per cent.), the lowest in medicine 
was at Aberdeen (14 per cent.), in surgery, Edinburgh 
(15.4 per cent.), and in midwifery, Bristol (15 per cent.). 
The committee was undertaking the visitation of the 
examinations in pathology and materia medica and 
pharmacology, and it was hoped soon that this would be 
completed. 

The Council agreed to resume the printing of the annual 
returns of exemptions from examinations and courses cf 
study. This has been withheld during the last -few years 
in the interests of economy. 


The Diploma in Public Health. 

Sir Jonn Moore, chairman of the Public Health Com- 
mittee, reported that during 1926 the number of candidates 
entering for the first examination for the diploma in public 
health was 260, of whom 195, or 75 per cent., passed, and 
65, or 25 per cent., were rejected. For the second and 
fal examination 205 candidates presented themselves, of 
whom 149. or 72.7 per cent., passed, and 56, or 27.3 per 
cent., failed. Applications for concessions with regard to 
the rules for the D.P.H. by those who had had special 
experience of public health work abroad had been refused. 
It was pointed out to the applicants that the D.P.H. 
eutitled its holder to hold a position as medical officer of 
health in this country, and consequently the Couneil was 
not able to reeognize work of a similar kind done abroad—. 
for example, in cantonments in India—because the condi- 
tions were not such as to give the wide experience and to 
Secure the speeial technical knowledge requisite for holding 
80 Important an appointment as medical officer of health 4 
im ‘this country. The committee also laid it down that 
while recognizing that exemptions might be made in respect 
of% curriculum arranged by the universities and other 
licensing bodies, ne exemption should be granted which 
Would relieve a candidate’ from passing the complete 
examination for the diploma. 

The British Pharmacopoeia. 

The Prestpent presented the report of the Pharmaco- 
poeia Committee, the principal matter in which was a 
paragraph of grateful acknowledgement of the services of 

Nestor Tirard in various capacities in connexion with 
the Pharmacopoeia during the last thirty-two vears. The 
President stated that the Committee on the Pharmeco- 
poere, which had been engaged in taking evidence on the 
subjects included in its reference, might be expected to 
Teport before the next session of the Council. 


; Dental Business. 

Sir Jauxs Hopspon brought forward a report of the 

fatal Kducation and Examination Committee which con- 
tained two recommendations with regard to colonial and 
One of these was that the degree 


of bachelor of dental science of the University ef Melbourne 
entered om the table of qualifications admitting to the 


Colonial List of the Dentists Register; the other that, 


pending the receipt of satisfactory information from the 
Japanese authorities, the qualifications of the recognized 
dental licensing bodies in Japan no longer continue to 


appear on the table of qualifications admitting to the . 


Foreign List. These were agreed to. 
The Council also considered certain disciplinary eases 
remitted from the Dental Board. 


The first was that of Joseph Hallida Mogr, registered as of 
St. Mary’s Terrace, Tyne Dock, ‘ Dentist, 1921,” who was 
summoned on the charge of canvassing for the purpose of procur- 
ing patients. The Board had transmitted to the Council its 
finding that the name of Mr. Magee ought to be erased, but the 
Council, after hearing Mr. Magee, who had not been present at 
the Dental Board inquiry, decided to send bac the case to the 
Board for further inquiry and report, and strongly recommended 
the respondent to attend if summoned. 

In another case, that of Samuel Theodore Hilton, registered as 
of Manton, Worksop, ‘‘ Dentist, 1921,” who was also summoned 
on the charge of having canvassed for the purpose of precuri 
patients, the Council endorsed the finding of the Dental Boar 
and ordered the Registrar to erase the name of Samuel Theodore 
Hilton from the Dentists Registrar. 

The Council decided to restore to the Dentists Register the name 
of Samuel Robertson Crosbie on fulfilment of the prescribed 


requirements.

After certain formal business, including the reappoint- 
ment of the General Registrar, Mr. Norman C. King, a 
vote of thanks was accorded to the President, on the motion 
of Sir Norman Waker, who said that he believed this 
was the forty-sixth or forty-seventh session over which 
Sir Denald MacAlister had presided. The vote of thanks 
was seconded by Sir Jouwn Moors, and carried. Sir 
Donanp MacAxtster, in reply, said that he did not know 
whether it was the forty-sixth or forty-seventh, but in 
any case the number appeared to suggest that the end was 
not far distant. The loyal devotion ef his colleagues, hew- 
ever, had greatly eased his path, and with regard to the 
session now ending in particular he felt that not only had 
something been attempted but something had been done. 


Discrpuinary Cass. 

The Council considered the case of Joges andra Bose. 
registered as of Cherrywood Road, Birmingham, M.R.C:3S. 
L.R.C.P., who was summoned on nama > that he had issued 
a certificate that a boy named William kins was suffering 
from bronchitis and not able to attend school when in fact the 
boy had not been under his medical care nor had he seen or 
examined him. The Birmingham Education Committee was the 
complainant, represented b Mr. Digby Seymour, solicitor. Dr. 
Bose was accompanied by . Oswal Flempeon. ; 

Mr. Seymour said that the certificate, having been obtained 
from Dr. Bose by the mother of the ehild, was sent to the head 
teacher, and in consequence the superintendent of school attend- 
ance officers went to see the mother, questioned her, and obtained 
from her a statement to the effect t the child had not been 
ill, but that, having been unwell herself, she had desired to keep 
the boy at home to look after the otner children. Dr. Bose, when 
approached, admitted quite frankly that he had not seen the 
ehild whew he gave the certificate (for which incidentally he 
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received sixpence). The boy’s sister had come to him with a note 
from the mother, who was on his panel, saying that she had 
influenza and she thought ‘ Willie’? was sickening for it, and 
asking for a ‘sick note”? for him. He then gave a certificate 
stating the child was suffering from bronchitis. The matter from 


“this point, however, became more complicated, for the mother, 


Mrs. Hopkins, alleged that after Dr. Bose had been questioned 
by the education officer he visited her, told her of the difficult 
position in which he found himself, and promised her £50, and 
gave her some £3 in all at different times, to keep the matter 
out of court by sending another statement to the education officer 
her earlier assertions. 

rs. Hopkins gave evidence as to being visited by Dr. Bose azd 
coueiveng certain sums from him. She admiited writing to Dr. 
Bose ing him to lend her £2 as a favour “‘the same as I have 
done for you,” and she declared that a second statement which 
she had written for the education authority os Dr. Bose 
was written at the doctor’s dictation. Mrs. Hopkins also stated 
that on the occasion of one of these visits Dr. Bose had made 
an improper re geo to her, which she regarded as an insult 
but she admitted under cross-examination that although she had 
resented this she had taken another £1 note from him the same 
evening. Mrs. Hopkins was closely cross-examined as to the 
credibility of her story, in particular why in her sworn statement 
she had never mentioned this improper suggestion, also as to what 
she meant by certain phrases in her letters to Dr. Bose, which 
the doctor had interpreted as threats, and in consequence had 
placed the matter in the hands of his solicitors. Mr. Hempson 
put it to the witness that her story as to receiving any money 
at all from the doctor was absolutely untrue, that she tried to 
get money from him and failed, and in consequence made the 
story yo This the witness strongly denied, and other members 
of her family were called to give corroborative evidence, but the 
chief of them fainted in the witness-box and cross-examination 
was abandoned. 

The President asked Mr. Hempson whether it was necessary to 
go into all this matter, seeing that nothing was mentioned in the 
charge except the giving of a misleading certificate. 

Mr. Hempson replied that the solicitor for the complainant had 
brought up this charge of bribery, and in the interests of his client 
he was bound to rebut it by testing the woman’s story. Even 
if his friend had not mentioned the alleged bribery 1t appeared 
in the sworn statement of the woman, which: had been circulated 
among members of the Council, and whether mentioned or not at 
the Yat hearing, would have a subconscious effect on their 
minds. 

The President then allowed Mr. Hempson to proceed. 

‘Dr. Bose, in the witness-box, admitted giving the certificate 
without examining the child. From the mother’s description he 
thought the child’s illness was of the kind familiar to him in 


the then prevailing epidemic. He had no idea of giving a 


certificate merely to keep the child from school to look after the_ 


house. After the matter came before the education authorities 
he went to see the mother to ask her what she meant by certain 
statements, and she told him that the officer had asked her all 
sorts of yg and she did not know what was written, but 
she signed it to get rid of him. Dr. Bose said that in that case 
she had better write out a proper statement, which she pro- 
ceeded to do, though not at his dictation. He denied having given 
or promised her any money. As for —— there was nothin 
further from his mind. When he called there were severa 
members of Mrs. Hopkins’s family in the room, and he suggested 
to her that they should talk the matter over upstairs. He 
expressed his great regret for having given a certificate which 
was untrue, and undertook to be more careful in regard to the 
issue of certificdtes in the future. Five letters were put in testify- 
ing. to his character and conduct. - 

he Council found that the fact alleged aga’ st Dr. Bose in 
the notice of inquiry—namely, that the certificcce was given in 
a lax and careless manner, and was in fact untrue, misleading, or 
improper—had been proved. The Council regarded laxity in the 
giving of such certificates as a grave matter, which might result 
in serious injuries to geen and others, and worthy of severe 
censure; but judgement would be postponed until the November 
session, when Dr. Bose would be required to appear again, and to 
produce evidence from his professional brethren as to the conduct 
of his practice in the interval.

_ The Council proceeded to an inquiry whether the following entry 
in _— Foreign List of the Medical Register had_been correctly 
made :

_ Mr. Harper, the Council’s solicitor, said that this was an 
inquiry of an unusual character, and involved no disciplinary 
uestion. There was no suggestion against the good faith cf 
r. Brinkley. Dr. Brinkley had got on to the British Register 
by an unusual route, and the present proceedings were taken 
under Section 26 of the Medical Act, 1858, whereby the Council 
could order erasure of an entry incorrectly made. From the con- 


ditions as to reciprocity laid down in the Medical Act, 1886 
Part II, every practitioner who got on to the Foreign List was 
placed in exactly tne same position as a British practitioner 
_ as‘ to where he could practise. Dr. -Brinkley had no wish to 
practise in the United Kingdom, but one of the areas to which 
reciprocity extended was Canada ( 


except two provinces). in 


which Dr. Brinkley, being in the United States, might wish tg 
practise. It appeared that Dr. Brinkley had a number of diplomas 
only one of which was in question here, a degree which he h 
obtained from the Eclectic Medical College, Kansas City, Missouri, 
Dr. Brinkley was minded to get on the British Register through 
Italy, with which country there had been reciprocity since 190], 
He went to Italy in 1925, sat for an examination in the Universj 
of Pavia, and eventually received the diploma of that universi 
with licence to practise in Pavia, which was equivalent under 
Jtalian law, after certain formalities, to permission to practiae 
anywhere in the kingdom of Italy. This diploma he produced ip 
London, it was found to be in order, and accordingly he was 
entered on the British Register. Later, however, it appeared that 
the director of the Royal University of Pavia was doubtfyj 
whether the Eclectic Medical College of Kansas City, Missouri 
whose degree Dr. Brinkley had presented, was a recogni 
institution, and an order*went forth from Rome for the annulment 
of Dr. Brinkley’s diploma, though he still possessed the certificate 
of having passed the State examination in Italy. It now appeared 
that under the new agreement with Italy as regards medical 
reciprocity, entered into in 1925, the year in which Dr. Brinkley 
was registered, both the certificate for the State examination 
and the diploma were necessary for registration. Hence, under the 
regulations now obtaining, Dr. Brinkley been incorrectly 
registered. 

r. Hempson said, on behalf of Dr. Brinkley, that he had 
planned no subterfuge to get or keep his name on the British 
Register. He had produced his degree to the authorities at 
Pavia, and had passed the necessary State examination in Italy. 
Mr. Hempson hoped the Council would make it om by some 

ronouncement that they were satisfied as to Dr. Brinkley’s 
ona fides. At the time he passed the State examination 
reciprocity arrangements were such that he was justified in his 
claim to come on to the British Register. The new agreement, 
signed by Signor Mussolini and the British ambassador, was 
po car to his passing of the examination, though it was 
prior to his British registration. 
The_Council directed the Registrar to erase the entry which had 
been the subject of this inquiry, adding that the entry ap 
to have been made upon information tendered in good faith 
Dr. Brinkley, but now ascertained to be incorrect. The Coun 
also directed that the registration fee which Dr. Brinkley had 
paid should be returned to him. 


Alleged Covering.” 

The Council, on May 25th and 26th, considered the case of 
John Morrison Lever, registered as of Savile Road, Chapeltown, 
Leeds, L.M.S.S.A., M.B., Ch.B., now practising in South ondon, 
who was summoned on the charge that he had enabled two 
women not certified under the Midwives Act, 1902, to attend women 
in childbirth under the cover or pretence that such women were 
attended or to be attended by him or by them under his 
direction, and that he signed a maternity benefit certificate 
enabling them in contravention of the same Act to practise as 
if they were certified. 

Dr. Lever was ee by Mr. Charles Davis, of Messrs. 
Buleraig and Davis, solicitors, and the London County Council 
was the complainant, and was represented by Mr. Pawlyn, assistant 
solicitor to that 

Mr. Pawlyn stated that, with one exception, the women ca 
cerned in the case had refused either to make a sworn declaration 
or to attend before the Council to give evidence. He asked 
whether, in consequence, the sworn declaration of an inspector 
the public health department of the Council could be put @. 
Mr. Davis objected on the ground that the declaration contained 
hearsay evidence. 

The Cstiag legal assessor to the Council (Mr. Douglas Bartley) 
said that the Council was a domestic tribunal, but at the same 
time the elements of natural justice must be followed as far 
possible, and the evidence which it could admit must. be. app: 
mately that which would be acceptable in a court of justice. 2 
evidence proposed to be put in by the person who swore 
declaration on purely hearsay evidence would not certainly be 
acceptable in a court of justice. 

The Council decided to admit only such parts of the declaration 
as the witness could testify from his own knowledge. 

Mr. Pawlyn said that it was clear that four women whose names 
were mentioned were attended at their confinement by an uncerti- 
fied woman, and he was able to produce certificates for -— 
benefit signed by Dr, Lever as the doctor in attendance, tho 
in fact he was not in attendance at the time of the confinement. 

Mr. Albert Garner, inspector for the London County Co 
testified that he was present at the South-Western Police 
in June last, when one of the uncertified women was ch 
before the magistrate with having habitually and for gain atte ed 
women in childbirth otherwise than under the direction of 
registered medical man. The charge was proved, but on 
of her age the woman was merely bound over. Dr, Lever was 
present in court, and his name was only casually mentioned by_ 

Mr. Davis objected that the conviction of this woman was 00 
evidence against Dr. Lever whatever, and he asked the 
to dismiss the case. : 

The President thought the case should proceed, and thereupon 
Dr. Lever gave evidence on his own behalf, denying that he ever 
had any arrangement with either of these women, that he gave 
any directions before the~birth to any handywoman, or pee 
the cases mentioned he himself was not in attendance very shortly 
after the confinement. He was aware that handywomen were 
being employed, but. in the district where he practised there was 
not a single qualified midwife within a radius of half a mile. 

The examination of Dr. Lever was interrupted by Mr. 
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a member of the Council, who moved that “in order to 
expedite business’? the Council deliberate on its procedure 
in camera. This was seconded by Sir Robert Bolam and agreed 
to, and after a short private session the PresIpENT announ the 
decision of the Council as follows: 

“The Council have heard the whole case of the complainant against 
Mr. Lever, and they have heard part of his defence. They have decided 
that the facts alleged against him in the Notice of Inquiry have not 
been proved to the satisfaction of the Council. The case is accordingly 
dismissed.” 

Cases Coming up for Judgement. 

The Council considered the case, judgement in which had been 
postponed from May, 1926, of Samuel Grahame Connor, registered 
as of Oxford Street, M.B., C.M., with regard to whom it had been 
found that he had been convicted under the Dangerous Drugs Act 
(British Mepica JournaL, SupPLeEMENT, June 12th, 1926, p. 
Dr. Connor attended and produced a large number of testimonials 
in his favour from practitioners and = ic men. The Director of 
Public Prosecutions wrote that he had no further information 
and did not propose to be represented at the adjourned hearing. 
The Council, after considering the testimonials, and also Dr. 
Connor’s statement that he would be extremely careful with 
regard to the giving of drugs in the future, did not see fit to 
direct the Registrar to erase Dr. Connor’s name. 

The same result was arrived at in the adjourned case of Austin 
Heron, registered as of the West rican Medical Staff, 
L.R.C.P.Irel., L.R.C.S.Irel., who had been found in 1925 to 
have been convicted of certain misdemeanours (SuprLEMENT, June 
13th, 1925, p. 261). Dr. Heron appeared and put in testimonials 
from the Commissioner of Police on the Cape Coast, the police 
magistrate of the Supreme Court, Gold Coast Colony, the medical 
officer of Cape Coast, and others, testifying to the satisfactoriness 
of his conduct. The Council decided not to direct the Registrar 
to erase Dr. Heron’s name.

probably nearer nine, This was im nt, and it should be no 
t it could not be ascertained until late in the epidemic. A second 
fact was less certain—namely, the sudden onset of the epidemic. 
In the later stages of the outbreak ‘“‘ abortive’ cases would be 
recognized and notified, but this would almost certainly not be 
the case in the early days of the epidemic. Thus it was possible — 
that the epidemic did not develop so abruptly as the charts 
shown seemed to indicate; if it did, it would be in favour of 
a food-borne epidemic rather than one spread by contact or 
carriers. He thought that the time was not ‘yet ripe for any 
fixed policy in this disease. Against the view that poliomyelitis was 
spread from case to case by contact was the fact that it did not 
occur in a hospital ward. me had thought that in the epidemic 
form, at any rate, the disease was contagious for a short while - 
during the prodromal or early stage, and it was difficult to be 
sure that no case was at any time infectious. The current view 
was that the spread of the disease was by means of carriers; an 
epidemic was preceded by a “ carrier epidemic,’ and this unsus- 
ager wave suddenly gave rise to an outbreak of definite cases. 
y this time all those susceptible had either become immune or 
else suffered from the disease. He would not like, however, to 
base a policy on such speculations. Thirdly, came the theory that 
the disease owed its spread to infected food, particularly milk, and 
Professor Aycock of Harvard thought that he had definitely traced 
two American epidemics to infected milk. Although at first sight 
poliomyelitis seemed to originate in an infection of the naso- 
pharynx and so to be more likely to be an air-borne rather than 
an ingested infection, the example of diphtheria indicated that 
this point could not be pressed too far. It was certainly unsafe, 
in view of Professor Aycock’s evidence, to assume that infected 
food was an impossible explanation of an epidemic, Last came the 


suggestion of spread by means of dust and flies. With the summer 


incidence of poliomyelitis it was difficult to exclude such a possi- 
bility, especially if the disease could be a food-borne infection. 
Dr. Miller therefore concluded that there was not enough known 
about the spread of the disease to say that this or that precaution 
was unnecessary. Every possible source of spread should at present 
be considered. :
